tailer to-day owes to himself and to 

the book-trade in general is concentra- 
tion of every ounce of energy and merchan- 
dising ability that he has on the task of 
turning into cash every variety of stock that 
is really suitable for Christmas gifts; and 
few books do not fit into 
some particular taste or interest. 

The 1920 publishing season has been an 
active one. To the books that would natur- 
ally have fallen to this year have been added 
many important enterprises held over from 
the strike conditions of the previous fall. 
Never has there been a wider variety of 
books to from, and in most book- 
stores the counters and bins are well filled. 

On January Ist the entire business world 
of the country will be looking around and 
re-estimating its status and replanning its 
program. Those businesses will be in the 
best shape to sail away tg new efforts that 
have their investments down to the very rock 
bottom. Never has there been a year when 
this was so vitally important. The retailer 
should build his staff at even extraordinary 
expense to meet every possible demand. No 
saving in the number of salesmen, or in 
packing clerks, or office force should be in- 
dulged in this year; better that the staff be 
built up so that the work can be handled 
with speed and facility. 

It is no year to economize in retail adver- 
tising. The bookstores have the things that 
people want, and each dollar spent in adver- 
tising that will turn a five dollar investment 
into ready cash is a dollar that is extremely 
well spent. Managers will need to separate 
themselves from the hurly-burly of floor 
direction to increase and improve the aaver- 
tising. The weather has been running favor-

much value into the dime during the war 
period, will continue to crowd as much as 
possible into that coin? Will the public ex- 
pect that the 5c. greeting cards that they 
used to buy should sell for 2c., or will they 
appreciate the fact that the greeting card 
makers, who have crowded as much value as 
possible into their nickel, will now keep to 
the nickel but continue to put the best value 
possible into that figure? 

Books have gone up on an average about 
50 per cent, in the face of spectacular in- 
creases in paper, binding and printing. In 
the anxiety to keep the level of prices as low 
as possible, publishers have crowded their 
business until it is not the slightest exag- 
geration to say few will find in the fall of 
1920 any profit appearing on the ledger. As 
the buyers put Christmas behind them and 
weigh the prospects for 1921, there should 
be a prejudice in favor of a line such as 
books which has withstood increases as much 
as possible, realizing that, as there has been 
small increase by comparison with other 
goods, so also there is small chance of re- 
ductions during 1921. The retail merchant 
may postpone his buying on silks, or clothes, 
or shoes by hand-to-mouth purchasing in 
order to insure that he gets in at the lowest 
point of the market, but if he will analyze 
the book situation from any unprejudiced 
figures that he can obtain, he is likely to 
decide that whatever book business he sees 
in 1921 (and the present promise is that it 
will be active) he can buy the stock he needs 
in January with little fear that he will have 
regrets immediately following because of a 
break in the market. 

This situation will be the gain that pub- 
lishers will reap for having been among these 
that lagged behind in the big leaps upward. 
If paper comes down a fraction and binding 
board and binding cloth, the publisher will 
be able to find some margin of profit to make 
1921 look worth while, and also to put back 
into many books some of the features of nice 
manufacturing that have been crowded out 
of some volumes in order to meet the general 
public prejudice against rising prices. 


The Business Barometer — Partly 
Cloudy 


_ There is so much in the present situation to 
inspire confidence and hope for the future that 
it is little short of criminal for anyone to paint 
the picture so blackly, thru either ignorance 
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or intent, that these vital facts are obscured 
says Charles H. Sabin, President of the Guar- 
anty Trust Co. To cite a few pertinent facts: 
This country will harvest this year one of the 
largest crops in its history; its transportation 
congestion has been relieved and its railroad 
system is for the first time in a decade on a 
sound financial and operating basis; we have 
passed thru a national election and are assured 
four years of sane administration of public 
affairs; our banking system has withstood the 
greatest credit strain in its history and is on 
a sound and workable basis; the accumulated 
surplus of five years of splendid prosperity 
is stored in many ways for our continued use; 
the markets of the world demand our products 
and a great mercantile marine is prepared to 
transport them; this country has not been 
overbuilt or overextended in any of its under- 
lying activities, and faces no program of read- 


justment along these lines such as_ usually 
precipitates panic conditions. We are in a 


sounder financial, industrial and political con- 
dition than any important nation in the world. 

These are the simple fundamental facts of 
our business situation, and to consider the 
present reaction as anything but a temporary 
setback from the destruction, inflation, ex- 
travagance and unsound economic conditions 
precipitated by the war is simply not to reckon 
with the truth. It remains true today, as it 
has since this country was first settled, that 
“any man who sells the United States of 
America ‘short’ will lose in the long run. 

“This is a time for clear thinking and coura- 
geous acting and in the porportion that such 
factors are brought to bear will rewards fol- 
low when this spell of reaction is over.” 


Meeting of the Chicago Franklin- 
Typothetae 


More than two,hundred and fifty printers 
gathered at the City Club, Chicago, the evening 
of October 28 to attend a meeting of the 
Franklin-Typothete. One of the chief speak- 
ers was David R. Forgan, president of the 
National City Bank of Chicago, who talked on 
“Business Conditions and Financial Matters.” 

Mr. Forgan told the printers that “every- 
thing that goes up must come down.” In 
closing he said: 

“We have to take some losses. Let us face 
them like men. Each one of us should put 
his own house in order, try not to make the 
last dollar, and try to treat his employees 
fairly. Wages must come down. I guess you 
saw the other day they are beginning to come 
down; some big mills in the East offered their 
employees 20 per cent less wages, or they 
would close their mills; the employees took the 
less wages. 

“The whole thing is demand and supply. 
W hen you get down to it, that old law is as 
inexorable as the law of gravitation, the old 
law of demand and supply. 

“Don’t get frightened, don’t lose your cour- 
age, and we shall be feeling better next year. 
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SPECIAL FEATURES OF CHILDREN’S BOOK WEEK DESCRIBED IN 
LETTERS TO THE COMMITTEE 


Perhaps the best report that we can give 
upon the variety of activities of schools, li- 
braries and bookstores during the national 
Children’s Book Week, is to reprint selections 
from the reports from various localities that 
have been coming in ever since Children’s 
Book Week came to a close. The librarian at 
Endicott, New York writes: 

I may safely say that during the week, 
“Children’s Book Week” was on the lips of 
practically two-thirds of the people of Endi- 
cott, both children and adults. 

“We started Children’s Book Week” by 
asking the drawing classes in the local schools 
to co-operate by making posters. In the ma- 
jority of cases the children came to the library 
for pictures to put on their posters. The 
posters when finished proved to be most 
effective and original and were placed by us 
in the stores thruout the town. 

“On Sunday, November 14th, members of 
our staff spoke in all the Sunday schools of 
Endicott and Union (twin villages). The 
church calendar printed the following note 
during the gala week: 

‘The annual nation-wide movement to en- 
courage the love of books among children and 
the discussion of children’s reading in our 
communities is being carried on this week 
thruout the United States. The Endicott li- 
braries will hold an exhibit of the finest edi- 
tions of the standard books for children, at 
Ideal Home, beginning November 15th and 
continuing thru December 24. Everyone is 
most cordially invited to come in and look 
these books over and to attend the various 
entertainments of the opening week.’ 

“The ministers also co-operated with us by 
making announcements in their churches. 


“On Monday, November 15th, we formally 
opened Children’s Book Week with the play, 
“Little Women” adapted from Louisa M. Al- 
cott’s book, by ourselves and given by the staff. 
Our audience was so large that we were unable 
to accommodate them all at one performance 
and rather than turn them away repeated it 
the same evening. 

“On Wednesday evening we gave an original 
musical entertainment entitled “A Night in 
Bookland” in which we advertised such books 
as “The Wonderful Adventures of Nils,” 
“Treasure Island,’ ‘Prince and Pauper,” 
“Mother Goose,” “Italian Twins,’ “Huckle- 
berry Finn,’ Andersen’s “Fairy Tales,” “Alice 
in Wonderland” etc. A Night in Bookland 
was done by our folk dancing classes. In this 
way we utilized all the various branches of 
our library work. 


“Qne evening our local moving picture man- 
ager gave a matinee and evening performance 
of “Treasure Island” at which movie one of 
our children’s librarians made a_ successful 
speech regarding Children’s Book Week.”

“In the first place we started planning and 
made a good many arrangements a good bit 
earlier than last year and were, by doing this, 
shown what wonderful results can be obtained 
if the preparatory work is covered in time. 

“We sent duplicates of the prospectus for 
Children’s Book Week to various librarians 
on our list and also took the matter up 
with them personally as far as was possible. 
We sent out to them a great many posters, 
extra book jackets, and other display material 
in addition to special exhibits of the year’s 
best juvenile books, this offer being taken ad- 
vantage of by a number of the librarians, es- 
pecially in communities not represented by any 
local store selling books. We supplied all of 
these librarians with a complete stock of 
juvenile literature including the: ‘Book Shelf 
for Boys and Girls’ and want to say right 
here that the publishers have given us the best 
support that we have ever had in a campaign 
of this kind. They responded with thousands 
of catalogs where we have previously asked 
for hundreds and every one of the catalogs 
was used to splendid advantage. 

“After arranging with the various librarians 
and schools for these special exhibits of books, 
we commenced our annual stunt, this year in 
the nature of a Short Story Contest for Chil- 
dren’s Book Week. 

“The contest announcement 
follows: 

‘Write a short story, using titles of books 
which you will find in our Juvenile Depart- 
ment, or from catalogs of Children’s Books 
which we will give you. The stories which 
contain the most titles and which at the 
same time are the most original will be award- 
ed the prizes. Books in the Juvenile Depart- 
ment may be inspected each day until 5:30. 
Writing materials will be furnished all wish- 
ing to copy titles of books. Our juvenile li- 
brarians will offer all possible assistance.

“We extended the contest straight north 


to the St. Lawrence River and covered a great 
many towns in central New York. In doing 
so, we received the heartiest kind of support 
and co-operation from teachers and principals 
of various out of town schools. 

“Here in Utica we secured permission from 
the Superintendent of Schools to have the 
prize contest laid upon the desks of every 
student in every school from the fourth grade 
upward and secured the same co-operation in 
the out of town schools. Thus there were no 
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cards wasted and every one carried its indi- 
vidual message direct to each girl and boy. 
We sent out altogether nearly 5000 cards. 


“The contest commenced a full week before 
Children’s Book Week in order to give 
the schools time to get going and think 
up their own original ideas. In special letters 
sent out to all school principals, we urged 
upon them the fact that we did not start the 
contest as a purely selfish motive on our own 
part but to assist everybody connected with 
the public libraries too. Several of the out of 
town librarians particularly got the idea at 
once, as it has proved to be a great stunt to 
get the youngsters interested and acquainted 
with one’s stock of books in the store or in 
the library. To each boy and girl who came in 
the store during the two weeks, we gave a 
complete enevelope of all children’s catalogs 
that were sent to us from the various pub- 
lishers and the ‘Book Shelf for Boys and Girls.’ 

“In this way we delivered directly into the 
hands of three or four thousand children, 
these individual units of catalogs and while the 
immediate effect as to sales was at once 
noticed, both the librarians and ourselves an- 
ticipate a tremendous come-back from many 
of the books ‘with which the youngsters got 
familiar. 

“The names and addresses of all the girls 
and boys asking for information were entered 
in our big Juvenile Register and the list is a 
formidable one and to be reckoned with in 
future juvenile sales. 

“As noted in the card describing the contest 
we gave one hundred copies of L. M. Alcott’s 
‘Mayflowers’ to the first one hundred enter- 


ing stories in the contest which spurred 
action on their part considerably and_ the 
stories have many times come in faster than 
we could take care of them. Approximately 
six hundred stories were entered during the 
two weeks which we consider mighty good 
work. 


“The parents of the children were particu- 
larly interested and many of them came in 


personally to get all possible information as 
to titles of books 

“The various slogans suggested for Chil- 
dren’s Book Week were used by the draw- 
ing classes here in the city as their exercises

“We want to thank you most heartily for 
the co-operation you extended to us and we 
have no doubt but that next year the same 
co-operation will be extended.” 

Appropriate to Children’s Book Week 
“Slipper Evenings” from “What Books I Read 
with My Children,” by Howard J. Chidley, ap- 
peared in The Congregationalist and Advance, 
November II, 1920. 

“Frank W. Boreham tells somewhere of a 
home he visited in Australia where the chil- 
dren invariably ask their father at supper time 
if it is to be a slipper evening. A slipper 
evening means an evening when he is to be at 
his own fireside. A boot evening is one in 
which he has an engagement out of the home 
The slipper evenings are the children’s delight, 
for they know their father will read with 
them. I believe in slipper evenings. My own 
time for reading with my children is the half 
hour before they go to bed. We draw up the 
big chair before the fireplace, and, with a girl 
on either arm of the chair, we read together. 
Sometimes we vary this with a story-telling 
evening. The children furnish the characters, 
each suggesting one or two characters, as the 
case may be, and I am supposed to make up the 
tale. With four characters, such as a dog, 
a bear, a wolf and a lion, the plot, as one can 
suspect, is sometimes complicated. But im- 
agination is allowed to run riot and the 
suspense is breathless. But usually we read. 

“Far beyond what these children may get 
from these excursions into bookland I prize 
chiefly the opening companionship of my mind 
with theirs in the fellowship of good books. 
We stand on a common ground there. It gives 
me a new hold upon them, to which I hope 
they will look back with pleasure across the 
years, 

“I firmly believe in the 

taste for good books. I] 
grow up in the 


cultivation of a 
wish mine to 
atmosphere of books. It will 
be an antidote to the hurry of life. Children 
today seem to be restless for excitement. They 
wish to be entertained. The moving picture 
has sophisticated them without educating them. 
The automobile has given them the gadding 
habit. Beyond what books may do for them 
in the way of unlocking the doors of imagina- 
tion and storing their minds with worth-while 
intormation there will be the salutary lesson 
of learning to sit still and the art of entertain- 
ing themselves.

“Then there is the matter of the child’s 
own library. I have tried not to let their 
irbrary become a repository merely for the 


hazard of gift books. They have their own 
bookcase in their day nursery which is slowly 
being filled with books chosen with discretion 
and of which they are the owners. Thev are 
taught to respect books and to care for them. 
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“IT am heartily in sympathy with Children’s 
Book Week. I hope it will stimulate parents 
to buy books discriminately for their children 
and that it will enrich American children by 
giving them the pride of ownership in good 
books which will go with them thru life. We 
need more ‘slipper evenings.’ We need more 
children’s books in the home.” 

Mr. Arthur Bostwick, the librarian of the 
St. Louis Public Library, in a recent letter 
says: 

“The Supervisor of Children’s Work pre- 
sented the subject of More Books in the 
Home at the chapel exercises of the Communi- 
ty Training School for Church Workers on 
Monday evening, November 15. ‘Several hun- 
dred ‘Sunday school workers are enrolled in 
this school which holds its sessions one night 
a week and which offers a large number of 
well-organized courses on the study of the 
Bible and in the science of teaching. 
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“At the request of the book department of 
Stix, Baer and Fuller store a list of about one 
hundred titles of children’s books for sale in 
the department were chosen as approved by 
the children’s department of the public library. 
This list was published in one morning and 
one evening newspaper as part of the store 
advertisement and was used as a purchase list 
by some customers during the week. It 
was also advertised that a children’s librarian 
would be present in the department book-shop 
from 10 to 4:30 o’clock the last four days of 
the week to advise and assist in the selection of 
books for children. 

“More books in the home aneans better read- 
ing by children in the library. The children’s 
librarian who studies the problem of selling 
children’s books to grown-ups understands 
more intelligently some phases of her work in 
the library. It is worth while to take part in 
this movement which should grow every year.” 


THE CANCELLATION EVIL 


A summing up of the so-called “cancella- 
tion evil” and its possible remedies is con- 
tained in a final bulletin on this subject issued 
today by the Fabricated Production Depart- 
ment of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

An exhaustive study of the practice of can- 
cellation of orders and repudiation of con- 
tracts in almost every division of business has 
been made by the Fabricated Production De- 
partment, as a result of which study it groups 
opinions as to possible causes under these three 
heads: 

“First: That the practice is the result of 
war time irregularities and will pass as we 
return to a normal basis. 


“Second: That we are now reaping the 
results of the loose business practices in- 
augurated before the war, when many lines 


were in a state of over production and the 
measures taken to unload this surplus were 
demoralizing. Those entertaining this belief 
feel that the remedy is in a general reforma- 
tion of our system of order taking, making 
each order a contract enforceable by law. 

“Third: That we have been drifting away 
from the fundamentals of sound business and 
the ‘Golden Rule,’ and that we must return to 
a stronyver belief in the rights of others and a 
higher regard for our own integrity if the 
change is to be permanent.” 
Terming the cancellation practice a “serious 
matter,” the bulletin goes on to say that 
“earlier in the year when cancellations began 
to trickle in they were almost welcomed by 
those having more orders than production, but 
as prices began to crumble and the tide of 
refusals to perform set in, the seriousness of 
the situation was manifest, for it brought with 
it a curtailment of production in lines which 
had not reached the volume of normal require- 
ments. 

“The retailer cancelled to the jobber and 
wholesaler, and they in turn to the manufac- 
turer, and he to those supplying his raw ma- 


terials,—a literal ‘passing the buck’ and shirk- 
ing of responsibility regardless of conse- 
quences. Sellers had encouraged buyers by 
misleading paternalism in assuming many of 
the natural responsibilities inherent in their 
customers’ functions as merchants—We will 
take care of you’ or ‘you may return the goods’ 
are examples of some of the undermining fac- 
tors when the pinch came. Everybody seemed 
to be doing it, and it was by no means con- 
fined to the weak; but houses of more than 
ordinary standing permitted their buyers to get 
rid of their responsibility. It is said ‘big’ buy- 
ers coerced sellers by threatening to cut off 
future purchases if contracts were enforced. 

“The credit Co-operative and Credit Meth- 
ods Committee of the National Association of 
Credit Men have met twice to consider it, and 
they say there seems to have been a dulling of 
public conscience. Should one who habitually 
repudiates his contracts and orders be given 
a higher credit rating than he who lets his 
notes and drafts go to protest? They also feel 
that one remedy, a safeguard against the 
unscrupulous, would be to have each line of 
trade examine at once its contract making and 
taking methods them strictly 
within legal lines. This is practical and can 
be immediately applied. 

“We feel, however, tl the most 
‘fective remedy must be the that will 
call us back to ‘first principles,’ so that we can 
t with pride’ to our house as one that 
s its orders and keeps its contracts.’ There

upheaval and right, preferring to 
take loss rather than mar a lifetime record of

“What shall the ‘slogan’ be that can be used 
in a countrywide campaign to clean up unjust 
cancellations, broken contracts and bad faith? 
We will have one, but you have an opportunity 
to suggest it now. 

“Before we legislate for the other fellow let 
there be a pause for self examination.

Canadian Book Notes 


British 
Visits 


Society of 
Toronto 


Secretary of 


G. Herbert Thring, seceretary of the Brit- 
ish Society of Authors, Playwrights and 
Composers, is at present in Canada on a 
crusade in the interests of copyright. He 
has spent several days in Toronto, inter- 
viewing authors and others interested in 
the subject and obtaining the Canadian view- 
point on legislation for the Dominion. From 
here, he goes to Montreal, where he will con- 
tinue his inquiry, and thence to Ottawa, where 
it is his intention to meet members of the 
Government in an endeavor to secure action 
on copyright matters. He expects to reach 
New York before Christmas. 

Interviewed by the Toronto Globe on De- 
cember 1, Mr. Thring, after outlining the his- 
tory of British copyright, culminating in the 
passing of the act of I911, pointed out that all 
the self-governing dominions of the British 
Empire with the single exception of Canada, 
had either adopted the British act or passed 
laws of their own embodying that act almost 
word for word. Canada alone was eight years 
behind, a position which he declared was dis- 
astrous to the development of Canadian lit- 
erature and destructive to a great amount of 
British copyright. 

He referred to the fact that the 
which still operate in Canada were unsatis- 
factory in the matter of book rights, serial 
rights and dramatic rights and did not cover 
at all rights of reproduction on mechanical 
instruments or moving picture rights. He 
quoted a recent case in which the Society had 
recovered £6,000 damages for infringement in 
the United States and Great Britain, but had 
failed to get anything in Canada, on account 
of the present state of Canadian copyright 
law.

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Preparation of Christmas Mail 


Postmaster Patten calls attention to the 
necessity for legible addresses upon parcels 
intended as Christmas gifts and to proper car 
in the preparation of such parcels for mailing, 

This includes the use of wrapping paper 
and twine of sufficient strength to withstand 
the handling to which parcel-post matter is 
subject, as well as the secure tying of this class 
of mail. 

Particular care should be exercised when 
the contents are of a fragile character, in which 
case cotton, excelsior or some similar protec- 
tive material should be freely used. 

Early mailing is very desirable to insure 
prompt delivery. During the period represent- 
ed by the ten days preceding Christmas day 
the mail increases to several times its normal 
volume, and congestion can be avoided by co- 
operation on the part of the mailing public 
in depositing its Christmas parcels as far in 
advance of Christmas day as possible. 

Simple inscriptions such as “Do not open 
until Christmas” may be written or printed 
upon the outside wrappers without subjecting 
the parcels to an increased rate of postage. 

The unusual conditions during the Christ- 
mas season taxes local post office facilities to 
the utmost, and too much importance cannot 
be placed upon proper preparation, early 
deposit and legible addressing of any mail 
which senders intend as Christmas tokens.

The advancing price of new books and fine 
bindings is unmistakably making its influence 
felt in the auction room. Good booksellers’ 
stock is in better demand now than it has been 
for several years. 


An important collection of miniatures be- 
longing to Albert Rosenthal, the artist, of 
Philadelphia, and others, including numerous 
portraits of Washington, including C. W. 
Peale’s ivory miniature painted by order of 
Mrs. Washington, will be sold by Stan V. 
Henkel’s in Philadelphia, December 14. 


Frank Brangwyn’s “Book Plates,” covering 
a long period, has just been published by the 
Lippincotts. It is a beautiful piece of book- 
making and will appeal to book plate col- 
lectors. The plates taken together are uneven 
in quality but the reproductions thruout are 
excellent. 


The libraries of the .Rev. James M. Bruce 
and the late R. W. Moore, both of this city, 
with additions, will be sold at the Anderson 
Galleries, December 15 and 16. The 635 lots 
include good standard sets and many desir- 
able miscellaneous books of all kinds. The 
sale will furnish a good opportunity for the 
bookseller and the average buyer. s 

The current catalog, mainly of rare first 
editions, of E. P. Dutton & Company, of this 
city, emphasizes the important part this house 
is taking in the rare book field. Especially 
noteworthy are the Greenaway, Keats, Shelley 
and Thackeray items. There is also a sprink- 
ling of first editions of American authors and 
the prices asked will be an encouragement to 
collectors who have started in this line. 


A year ago book sales were practically 
suspended during the month of December; the 
attention of booksellers and collectors being 
focussed on the Christie Miller sale in Lon- 
don. The remarkable prices realized set the 
pace for the remainder of the season. This 
month will be fairly busy close up to Christ- 
mas and the indications are that dealers and 
collectors are as wide awake as ever, altho 
they are paying good attention to values. Sales 
during the past month have run remarkably 
even with few big bargains and very few new 
high records.

Part II of the library of Dr. Frank P. 
O’Brien, of this city, will be sold at the 
Anderson Galleries, December 13 and 14. This 
part contains 996 lots and includes one of the 
most important and interesting collections of 
original historical material which has  ap- 
peared for a long time, comprising broadsides, 
documents, manuscripts, drawings, cartoons, 
autograph letters, surveys, maps, source books, 
and many unusual and interesting pamphlets 
and books. In making this collection Dr. 


O’Brien’s aim has been to secure material 
relating to historical events, periods, persons, 
and pioneer conditions which were difficult of 
present-day reconstruction or understanding, 
and which were not ordinarily to be found in 
public or private collections.

Autograph letters and documents from the 
collection of the late John Boyd Thacher, of 
Albany, with additions, were sold at the And- 
erson Galleries, December 1. Prices on the 
whole were good for such a collection of mis- 
cellaneous material with so few rarities. An 
A. L. S. one page quarto, of Joseph Conrad, 
brought $31; a D. S. by Oliver Cromwell, 
April 12, 1643, $70; an A. L. S. one page 
quarto, by Benjamin Franklin, Philadelphia,. 
October 19, 1789, $50; a D. S. by David Gar- 
rick, August 1, 1774, $65; an autograph verse 
signed by Goethe, $70; an A. L. S. by Rudyard 
Kipling, Allahabad, December 12, 1888, $32.50; 
an A. L. S. two pages quarto, by James’ Mon- 
roe, August 12, 1812, relating to Hull’s sur- 
render at Detroit, $70; an A. L. S. 8 pages 
quarto, by Thomas Jefferson, in regard to 
sritish impressment of American seamen,

The Sir Julius Caesar traveling library in 
the British Museum is well known to col- 
lectors of miniature books. A duplicate set, 
not heretofore known, is described in the cur- 
rent catalog of Maggs Brothers, of London. 
It consists of 43 volumes bound in white vel- 
lum, the largest measuring 4% by 2% inches 
and the smallest 234 by 2 inches. They are ar- 
ranged in three series: Theology and philoso- 
phy, history, and poetry—mainly Greek and 
Latin classics. They are in the original trav- 
eling case, 16 inches high and 11 inches wide 
and 3 inches deep, covered with leather, the 
back being of light olive green morocco, 
gracefully tooled and shaped to resemble a 
folio volume. The inside of the lid of the 
case is illuminated on vellum in gold and has 
a list of the works written in gold, on a blue 
background in three columns. The first book 
in the middle of the list is Julius Caesar, which 
is the only one written in capital letters. From 
this it can be assumed that it was the original 
case made by Sir Julius Caesar after having 
had a duplicate made, which is now in the 
British Museum, and presented by him to 
John Madden, attorney to King James I., as 
a wedding gift upon the latter’s marriage to 
Miss Waterhouse, and for this purpose had 
Madden’s and his bride’s arms emblazoned in 
the place of his own. The Sir Julius Caesar 
traveling library is considered one of the great 
treasures of the British Museum and is al- 
ways on view in the King’s Library. The one 
in the British Museum was made not earlier 
than 1619 and that now offered for sale ante- 
dates it by two years. This item is priced at 
$4,250. 
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RARE BOOKS, AUTOGRAPHS AND PRINTS 


English literature of the last two centuries 
with many rare autographs and manuscripts 
from the library of John L. Clawson, of Buf- 
falo, was sold at the Anderson Galleries, No- 
vember 30. This was one of the most im- 
portant sales of the season and the result was 
watched with interest by dealers and collect- 
ors. Prices were quite in line with the general 
trend that has been well defined since the 
beginning of the season. Few new high rec- 
ords were made; on the other hand, there were 
few items that did not bring a fair price. Evi- 
dently there is a good market for all rarities 
that are likely to come into the auction room.

bound,” bound by Sangorski & Sutcliffe, Lon- 
don, 1820, first edition, $400; a collection of 
fourteen letters of Robert Louis Stevenson, 
written to his father and mother, beginning in 
1863 and continuing until 1888, $1,200; original 
MS. of Stevenson’s unpublished story “When 
the Devil Was Well,” 53 quarto pages, written 
in 1874-75, $1,000; a collected set of the novels 
of Surtees, 9 vols., Levant morocco by Re- 
viere, 1838-88, first editions, $1,300; first edi- 
tions of Thackeray, including “Flore et 
Zephyr,” 1836, $1,000; “King Glumpus,” 1837, 
$2,000; “The Exquisites,” 1839, $3,000; “The 
Second Funeral of Napoleon,” 1841, $910; 
“Vanity Fair,” in original parts, 1847-48, $750; 
and a collection of ten original drawings, $600. 
The entire sale realized $71,500.75. 


The current catalog of “Autographs and 
Manuscripts,” issued by James F. Drake, Inc., 
rare book dealer of this city, is a handsome 
piece of typography and contains among its 
538 lots some extraordinary historical and lit- 
erary letters. Of special interest is a three 
page quarto letter written by General Wash- 
ington to Jaboc Read, August 11, 1784, dis- 
cussing the strained relations between Great 
3ritain and the United States which seemed 
but for the trouble in Ireland, likely to result 
in a renewal of warfare. “It is undoubted 
that the British Cabinet wish to recover the 
United States to a dependence on that govern- 


ment,’ writes Washington. “The affairs of 
Ireland ...are in too turbulent a state to 
suffer Great Britain to enter very soon into 


another war with America, even if her finances 
were on a more respectable footing than I be- 


lieve them to be, and her prospect of success 
must diminish as our population encreases, 
and the governments become more consistent 
without the last of which indeed, everything 
may be apprehended. . It is, however, as 
necessary for the Sovereign in Council as it is 
for the General in the field not to despise in- 
formation, but to hear all—compare all—com- 
bine them with other circumstances, and take 
measures accordingly. Nothing I acknowledge 
would sooner induce me to give credit to 
hostile attention on the part of Great Britain 
than their continuing (without the shadow of 
reason, for I really see none they have) to 
hold the western posts on the American side 
of the line, from us; and sending, as the 
Gazettes mention, Sir Guy Carleton over as 
Viceroy to their possessions in America, which 
it seems is to undergo a new organization. The 
opinion I have here given you will readily per- 
ceive is founded upon the idea of the temper 
of Ireland—the imbecility of G. B. and her 
internal divisions, for it is with pain I add 
that I think our affairs are under wretched 
management—and that our conduct, if Great 
B. was in circumstances to take advantage of 
it, would bid her hope everything; while other 
Powers might expect little from the wisdom 
or exertions of these states.”
